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1 . Claims 6 and 7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim may not depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6 and 7 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 6, a second reference to "starter switch disabling means" is 
recited, without referring back to the first instance of the term (which appears in line 4). 
Such double inclusion of a term is improper and renders the claim indefinite. For the 
purpose of this Office Action, it is assumed that one "starter switch disabling means" is 
being claimed. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yaple (USPN 5,358,265) in view of McClure (USPN 3,908,780). 

Yaple discloses a motorcycle with a powered lift stand 14-16 and safety system. 
The stand includes linear actuators 16, motors 18, gearbox 17, and limit switches 12 
that signal extension and retraction of the linear actuators 16. The adjustable bracket 
shown in Figure 10 allows attachment to multiple motorcycle frame configurations. 
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Yaple lacks a starter switch disabling means. 

McClure teaches a motorcycle safety system that disables the starter switch 13 
when the kickstand is down. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the Yaple 
vehicle with a means for disabling the starter switch, as taught by McClure, in order to 
prevent the rider from driving the motorcycle with the kickstand down. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed September 13, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's response has addressed only the claim objection contained in 
paragraph 1 ) of the earlier office action. It has ignored the objection to the improper 
multiple dependent claim and the rejection based on prior art. 

Applicant's amendment of claim 1 does not place the claim in better condition for 
allowance. Applicant's amended claim 1 now recites "starter switch disabling means" in 
line 4 and again in line 6. By doing so applicant has incorporated an improper double 
inclusion of the term and has not further limited the claim because applicant's original 
claim 1 positively recited "starter switch disabling means". This feature was addressed 
in the rejection based on prior art to Yaple and McClure in the first Office Action. Also, 
applicant's response contains no explanation of why applicant believes the claims now 
define over the prior art of record. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1-5 based on the 
combination of Yaple and McClure is being maintained/ 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
